He had then quietly rifled 
all the drawers arid wardrobes and 
made off undisturbed with the booty.

At the opening of the now house of 
tho Junior Conservative Club of Liver- 
pool a banquet waH given to Beveral 
gentlemen, among them Lord H. Len- 
nox, who' made a speeh, in which he 
lamented over tho decline of the Brit- 
ish navy. He said he would impress 
upon his hearers the extreme impor- 
tance of the supremacy of England as a 
maritime power, and he asked if it 
should be acquiesced in that he British 
navy should he inferior, us statistics 
showed it to be, to the French navy in 
■personnel and in guna Tho French 
had made marvellous strikes since 
1872. They had, according to the 
latest statistics, thirty-seven effective 
battle ships, w hile we had forty one, 
arid that was too neur to be pleasant; 
while in 187.') the French navy would 
he more modern than our own. This 
was a matter becoming too serious for 
casual observation only, for both in 
speed and armor the French would al^ 
so speedily outrun us. On the face of 
it, too, the French were beating us, for 
while we had 10,000 men only employ- 
ed in the dockyards, and these engaged 
upon the repairs of the "lame duck" 
ships which came home, tho French 
had 23,000 men engaged in tho yards, 
not upon repairs, but upon construc- 
tion. Then the French had 30,393 
marines against our 12,400, and it 
must be remembered that the French 
murines did far more work than their 
English fellows, as the episode at Ton- 
quiu showed.

THE NAMELESS DEPUTATION. 

The deputation which waited on Sir 
Alexander Campbell on Wednesday to 
protest arminat tho allowrnce of the Koo- 
tenay Bill would appear to have made up 
for what they lacked in argument in ex- 
traordinary statements. Just fancy a 
statesman of Sir Alexander Campbell's 
acknowledged ability being told by a 
member of the deputation in cold blood 
that if tho Kootenay. franchise wore grant- 
ed it would bo "extremely questionable 
whether in tho course of a few year3 tho 
Dominion would bo able to held tho 
alienated lands as part of tho province!" 
In plain terms, the deputation would seem 
to have labored to convince Sir Alexan- 
der that all the Yankees would have to do 
after establishing themselves in tho land 
would bo to make fast to tho tallest 
peaks and putting on all steam tow the 
entire country across tho boundary lino. 
This "argument" was puerile and nonsen- 
sical in the oxtromo and could scarcely 
have been received by Sir Alexander 
without a smile. Again, the deputation 
aro reprusented to have told Sir Alexan- 
der that "great injustice would bo done 
to the prior Tights of free minors." The 
Minister of Justico had tho act before 
hira as the deputation spoke and saw that 
tho rights of free miners aro fully secured 
under tho act. There is a "childlike and 
bland" air about tho statement of the do 
potation "that tho Kootenay Bill had 
faded to moot with anything like the 
unanimous support of tho followers of 
tho local government." Did these men 
think that thoy could make their right 
honorable listoner believe that tho act 
was a government measure when it was in 
reality a private onei or did tlieyseek tn 
lay duwu as a rule that because all the 
government mombors do nut vote for a 
bill therefore it should not be allowed/ 
What manner of moil are these who 
concealed llio fact that although all tlie 
government members did n,.t support 
tho measure the leader of the opposition 
and all his followers (four, we helieve,) 
voted for it! Experience should have 
taught the deputation that in politics as 
in business it pays to be candid; and 
that misrepresentations, which can be rea- 
dily shown to be such, should n. ver b.- 
resorted to even when a deputation are 
worrying a cabir.t-i minister. Uur idea 
of the Kootenay Bill la tins; L'hai the 
promoters have shown a disposition to 
carry out their obligations, and in having 
commenced the construction ui a wagon 
road which is intended to give them con 
neition with the Canadian Pacific railway, 
have furnished a substantial guarantee of 
earnestness and good faith. They 
propose to open a mineral country which 
has lain idlo since creation, to mako it ac- 
cessible to tho free miner as well as the 
capitalist, and by the expenditure of an 
enormous capital to lay bare its riches. 
Shall they be blocked in this effort by u 
deputation whoso mouthpiece is ashamed 
to liamoi It is a positive fact that from 
tho report of the sayings and doingB of tho 
deputation when before Sir Alexander the 
Standard has omitted all tho names of tho 
party I What is the reader to think of 
that! Hero is a deputation that waits on 
tho minister of justico to ask that a con- 
stitutional prerogativo of tho local legis- 
lature shall bo taken away by the federal 
Kovornment and the public aro loft in tho 
dark as to who and what they are) 
Whether they represent capital, labor 
or cheek. We are disposed to look upon a 
majority of the deputation (whoever they 
may be) as well-meaning but rather nar- 
row-gauge in their notions of tho man- 
ner in which a country can bo developed. 
If they have any bottor plan for opening 
Kootenay than by tho introduction o 
$5,000,000 capital, why did they 
not ventilate it on Wednesday! Free 
miners cunnot open Kootenay with- 
out the aid of capital, else the country 
would long since have boon noted for its 
yield of the precious as well as the base 
metals. On constitutional, economical 
and political grounds the deputation was 
wrong. They had no authority to peti- 
tion the Dominion government to mvado 
the prerogatives of tho province and to 
set aside the constitutional powers of tho 
local legislature. The deputation did 
not weaken the Kootenay Bill. If any- 
thing, it will be found to have given it 
strength. 



Tho Protost of tho Minora and Wori- 
ittgmon of tho Province Against 
tho Eootonay Bill. 

Editor Colonist:— It is a noticeable 
fact that great undertakings in all ages of 
tho world have been mot with more or 
less opposition, intensified according to 
the nature and magnitude of the work 
It is only natural, then, that the Koote- 
nay Bill which, by its operation will en- 
sure the im-nediate introduction and ex- 
penditure of $5,000,000 in the province 
and render available for mining and agri- 
cultural development a very large Boctiun 
which heretofore has contributed just 
nothing to tho general welfare of the 
people, and, up to the present time, is in 
about the same condition as when it came 
from tho hunds of its Creator, should not 
be made an exception to the general rule. 
A fair criticism is admissible; nay, it is 
always desirable, because men do not, as 
n rule, think deeply at first sight. Indeed, 
we seldom find one capable of taking a 
fair and impartial view of both sides of a 
question, Mankind are like tho handle of 
a jug. A little onesided, and hence to 
insure safety every subject should bo fully 
discussed. It should be turned round, 
upside down, inBide out; nothing should 
be overlooked or disiegarded m order 
that a conclusion may be arrived at Btrict- 
Iy'm conformity with its true merits. 
Still it is possible to subvort genuine 
principle and carry our opposition to a 
point from whence is borne a spirit of 
revenge, 

. From tho Standard of to-dny it appoars 
that a deputation of citizens purporting 
to roprosont the miners and workitlgmen 
of the province waitod on the Hon. Sir 
Alexander Campbell to protest against 
■ the Kootenay Billjand that they requested 
that hon. gentleman to use bin influence 
at Ottawa to secure its disallowance. 
Without entering into tlie question of the 
constitutionality of such a course, or ask- 
ing upon what ground the Dominion gov- 
ernment could justify, an interference 
with matters of a strictly local charactor, 
it would be interesting to know who 
these BO-called representatives of work- 
ingmen and others aro ? when and how 
thoy were appointed? and the names and 
residence of those by whom they were ap- 
pointed? An answer to these questions 
would greatly facilitate matters and tend, 
perhaps, to strengthen their causo. No 
doubt Sir Alexander will give their re- 
presentations a liberal and impartial con- 
sideration, and in dun time lay them be- 



fore the authorities at Ottawa. In doing 
bo the following facts will not bo lost 
sight of, namely, that the bill after a pro- 
longed and impartial consideration passed 
the house by a majority of fifteen to eight 
and that the speaker — a representative of 
Yalo— a district next to Kootenay whoso 
interests would be affected, spoko strong- 
ly in its favor in committee of the house. 
Also that the British Columbia board of 
trade, a most influential and intelligent 
body, petitioned the house in its be- 
half, and that scores of work- 
ingmen, minors and others whoso 
names appeared in the daily papors at tho 
timo wore particularly anxioua that tho 
bill should become law. In view of the 
above stated facts it occurs to me that it 
would not be out of placo to ask the pat- 
riotic gontlemon composing this self-ap- 
pointed delegation to show and demon- 
strate to the public how, when and whore, 
and to what extent tho introduction and 
expenditure of five millions of dollars is 
calculated to work "irreparablo injury to 
tho interosts of British Columbia." 
Unless thoy can do this wo mako bold to 
Bay they have no right tohopo for success. 
It is easy enough to mako bald-headed as- 
sertions, but a thoughtful and intelligent 
people will ask, who are tho mombors of 
this would-be delegation that arrogate to 
themselves tho right to control public 
sentiment. What advantages do they 
have that others do not possess) Upon 
what ground do they base their claim to 
superior wisdom? How did thoy obtain 
it? and generally, what do they know 
about tho question anyhow! Wlioro did 
thoy get their information, and, above all, 
what are their credentials! Having 
given a satisfactory answer to the above 
questions, will thoy inform us, if thoy 
can, with regard to the great injustice 
which you assert would bo done to the 
prior rights of free miners, etc. But do 
not forget, if indeed you aro not ignorant 
of the fact, that not only prior, but future 
rights also, and indeed, all rights of free 
miners and others, have been especially 
provided for and protected in tho Ivout 
enay bill Hence your fears in this di- 
rection are unfounded and entirely of an 
imaginative character. And now, with 
)'"Ur kind consent, we WMild respectfully 
ask yo i to explain, and please be exphc 
it, as the question is an important one, 
upon what scale "f reasoning you arrive 
at the conclusion thai the expenditure of 
the millions of dollars by American cap- 
italists is pi-oof positive that they will 
h <vo "no direct interest in the province." 
And right here we would further ask 
whether your interest! combined with the 
interests of the gentlemen you represent, 
are equal to tho "direct interest" which 
the piomoture of tho Kootenay bill would 
appear to have in the province after the 
expenditure of five millions of dollars of 
llietr own money, and, if so, ih your loy- 
alty to the province seriously impaired 
thereby? You say that "the inroads 
tacitly assented to by the Dominion would 
operato as a bar to the rights of the Do- 
minion and province as now existing." 
Shade of Anthony Comstock! Can it bo, 
gontlemon, that you are Berious in this 
matter! Is it possible that the introduc- 
tion of American capital is calculated to 
alienate our affections from tho parent 
tree, and lead us on to ultimate annexa- 
tion with the United States! We had 
not looked at tho question in that light, 
before, and confess that we were, at first 
thoughts, taken a little by surprise; but 
now, after having recovered from tho hor- 
rors of the first shock, wo are inclined to 
think you have not given the question 
your earnest and impartial consideration. 
At any rate we feel confident that the 
workingmen, for whom you pretend to 
speak, will not thank you for your zoal, 
and wo aro quite sure that such is tho 
fooling of at loast one WoRXlNOMAN.

Toronto, July 21. — It is with regret 
that we announce the death of Mr. Red- 
mond John Brough, city engineer, which 
occurred at his residence on Bloor street 
West on Saturda} - afternoon.

Egypt. 

Cairo, July 30. — There were 330 
deaths from cholera hero on Sunday, and 
443 at other places between Synpett and 
the Mediterranean. 

London, July 31.— A special dispatch 
states that there were oight deaths at 
Alexandria from cholera yesterday A 
surgeon has died in tho British forces at 
Cairo. The commander telegraphs to tho 
war office that tho health of tho troops is 
good He says the cholera is less virulent 
at Cairo, and that tho cases under treat- 
ment aro more hopeful. 

Alexandria, July 27.- Tewfik Pasha, 
khedive of Egypt, was stricken with the 
cholera yesterday afternoon. His physi- 
cian pronounced 111 in in a critical condi- 
tion. The khedive returned from Cairo 
yesterday morning. Ho inspected and 
personally visited all the great cholera 
hospitals at Cairo during his visit thero. 
The first symptoms of tho terrible disease 
made their appearance in a few hourB 
after his return from Cairo. The news of 
tho khedivo's condition created a panic 
throughout the city. The English phy- 
sicians aro in constant attendance on tho 
stricken monarch. 

South Amorloa. 

New York, July 2G.— Advicos from 
Panama of July 17, state that the revolu- 
tion in Ecuador was concluded on the Oth 
inst. by Alfonso and his forceB dofeating 
Vointemilla at Guyaquil, the former oc- 
cupying that placo. The latter has fled 
to Lima. 

Guayaquil, via Galveston, July 2(5. — 
By spontaneous action the people to-day 
proclaimed Pedro Garbo chief of tho gov- 
ernment of Guayaquil, with full inde- 
pendent powers. Tho three governments 
will jointly convoke a national conven- 
tion. 



CALIFORNIA. 

Tho Mystory of a Burled Skoloton. 

San Bernardino, July 28. — The 
following particulars have been learn- 
ed in regard to the finding of the re- 
mains of Lee, tbe lost prospector who 
disappeared so mysteriously three 
years ago: It seems that a German 
named A. Lewis Hoffman, who has 
been prospecting in the northern part 
of tho county, made a statement to 
McAdams, Read, Petty and others who 
were prospecting in that vicinity that 
he know all about Lee's murder and 
where bo was buried, stating that his 
head had been crushed in with a rock, 
and that a hole about six feet deep had 
been dug in the ground into which he 
had been dumped. He gave the local- 
ity as about n miles south of the Old 
Woman's spring. This was some time 
ago, and little notice was taken of it. 
About two months ago while at Camp- 
boll's station, Hoffman repeated the 
story, and Mr. Campbell thinking 
there might be something in it, I rought 
word to the sheriff, and Deputy Uor- 
bett was dispatched to work up the 
ease. Taking tho directions indicated 
by Hoffman, they found a spot answer- 
to his description where the ground 
had been dug and burnt over, and they 
commenced to dig for tho remains.

The body was doubled up and the right 
side of th" skull was crushed in, evi- 
dently with a stone, as described by 
Hoffman. After viewing the remains, 
and corroborating Hoffman's story, 
Corbett went to Kane springs and ar- 
rested Hoffman. Hoffman now denies 
all knowledge of the matter, and as- 
serts thai the remains were not Lee'n, 
but some oilier man's, whom he dare 
not tell. DepU'y Sheriff Coibett is 
now in search of an Indian, who is 
supposed to kuort something about the 
a ffu i r.

On or about tho '2nth Juno 
tho mayor made' use of threatening language relleet- 
hig on tl c character of an honen man, which no 
gentleman in his position ought to do. He was back- 
ed by Conns. Shears and K insinan. Three weeks 
later the mayor made use of threatening language 
ugain towards the sexton, hacked up by Couns. 
Kinsman. Coun. Kobcrts said that no official com 
plaint had been made, and the caretaker should 
have an opportunity defending himself, as it 
proved to be a st reel yarn.

Acock claims that 
decea8ed|was attempting to draw a pistol, 
but a Bearch disclosed no weapon on tho 
person of the deceased. Tho homicide 
surrendered himself to tho authorities, 
and the coroner took charge of the dead 
man's body.

Thursday, August 2. 

Yesterday morning the County Court 
opened at 11 o'clock, there being (puite a 
number uf cases. 

Susan J. Ward vs. W. Grimm— This 
was a claim for a buggy valued at 8150, 
with $10 fur detention. 

Mr. Pollard appeared for the plaintiff 
and Mr. T. Davio for tho defendant. 

In consequence of tho illness of the 
plaintiff tho case was adjourned for a 
wook and the jury summoned were dis- 
charged. 

WAOKS. 

Charley R. Wing vs. Joseph Miller — 
This was a suit for §07 wages. 

Mr. Foil appeared for complainant and 
Mr. Pollard for defendant. 

Mr. Foil stated that his client sued for 
§32, balance of month's wages while 
plaintiff was employed and §35 in lieu 
of warning. Defendant kept a boarding 
house nt Esquima.lt and agreed to give 
him §35 for tho tlrst month and §4.0 for 
the second. §20 had been paid into 
Court. 

The plaintiff stated ho commenced 
work on tho 29th of April and worked till 
the 19th Juno, whon defendant said ho 
was going to givo up tho boarding house 
and offered complainant §20, and when ho 
declined to accept it abused him and told 
him that if ho came back he would have 
to kill him. Ho made out a bill but de- 
fendant throw it away. Plaintiff at 6rst 
asked him for §40 and afterwards for 
§27.50. 

Thomas Jackson stated he kept nn in- 
telligence ollicu and deposed as to the en- 
gagement of plaintiff by defendant at §35 
the first month and §40 the second. 

The defendant, Joseph Miller, deposed 
as to hiring of plaintiff. Ho gave him 
§35 for tho first month and also §3 for 
school tax. Hu did not Buit as a cook; 
there was trouble in the kitchen, as tho 
cook objected to tho men coining in late. 
Plaintiff presented his bill and tho de- 
fendant offered him §21.60, tho school 
tax being deducted. Ho denied that he 
threatened to kill plaintiff. 

His lnrdshi psaid tho throat was a mere 
conventional ono, signifying that defend- 
ant did not want to see plaintiff any more. 

Witness continued — Ho paid plaintiff 
§38 in all. Ho made a tender to Fell & 
Mills of §21. 

His lordship said that ho thought both 
parties believed thoy woro correct, and it 
was a pity thoy should havo gone to so 
much oxponso. Ho thought that tho par- 
ties had misundorstood each othor, but he 
held there was no causo for summary dis- 
missal, though he thought tho agreement 
was only for one month. Ho would give 
judgment for §37, tho money paid into 
court, §21.50, to bo deducted. 

HUNT. 

Margaret Boal va. R. S. Cavin. 

This was a suit for §240 for rent. 

Mr. Drake appeared for plaintiff and 
Mr. C. Wilson for defendant. 

Margaret Boal slated she leased defend- 
ant three sections of laud on tho 22nd 
March and ho was indebted to hor for 
rent about §240. Ho had never dolio any- 
thing in return. 

To Mr. Wilson — Defendant was on tho 
land two years and then she told him he 
might go if he chosu. Ho never took caro 
of any horso or cattlo, and ho took away 
a colt of hers. Tho defendant had a colt 
for ono year belonging to her. Tho colt 
was no good, as ono hoof was destroyed; 
it was shot. 

Mr. Wilson doubted if there was really 
any covenant in tho deed to pay rent. 
The land had boon taken, ho claimed, un- 
der certain representations which wore 
not borr.e out. In case of non-payment 
of rent there was a covenant that the land 
should bo given up. 

Witness— Tho plaintiff told him it 
was good land and would out forty tons 
hay. In a few mouths witness found ho 
could only produce small crops. He told 
her at the close of tho first yoar he would 
give it up, but sho advised him to try it 
another yoar. Ho claimed ho had winter- 
ed five head of cattlo for two winters. 
Plaintiff gave him the horse, which he got 
into shape so that it could be driven, but 
Mrs. Boal thou took it away from him. 

To Mr. Drake — Tho farm in question 
was at Cowiehan; ho never went over it 
before he leased it. Tho witness hero 
gave some details respecting tho cattlo ho 
had fed for plaintiff numbering five 
head. Ho only got tun tons of hay and 
sold four. Ho gave up tho farm in 1881. 
He cultivated borne portion of tho farm. 
Mrs. Boal forbid him to take tho colt. 

His honor said that the item in the off- 
set for tho colt could not hi allowed, 
though its education might be charged 
for. As for the hay there wore only six 
tons loft, with which all tho stock had 
been fed. His honor gavo judgment for 
tho full amount claimed, §240.

Sullivan vs. Fox— This was an action 
for §79, amount of wages claimed to be 

duo. 

Mr. Drake for plaintiff and Mr. Pooley 
for defendant. 

Plaintiff claimed that ho had been hired 
at §25 per month. 

The defendant statod that ho had hired 
plaintiff at the rato of §25 por month for 
a year, if ho remained that time; but, 
otherwise, the rato of wages was tu be 
left to defendant. Ho was willing to Bot- 
tle at §20 por month as plaintiff had not 
remained tho yoar. 

It was proved by other witnesses that 
from §15 to §20 was paid farm hands in 
winter. 

His lordship said this was the third or 
fourth caso he had had before him that 
day in which ho felt that one party was 
trying to nail the othor to an agreement 
ho had not comprehended. Under tho 
circumstances ho must give judgment for 
tho defendant. 

The court then adjourned till Saturday 
next, a number of cases having still to bo 
heard.

EUROPE. 

Naples, July 31. — Of the foreigners 
at the island of Ischia only three were 
saved, who were at the theuter Satur- 
day night Survivors state thut they 
were obliged to puss the night in abso- 
lute darkness, and without during to 
move, even to assist thoso calling for 
help beneath the ruins. There is now 
little iiope that the latter are still 
alive. According to tho latest esti- 
mate 3,000 persons perished on the 
island. Soldiers, seeking for victims, 
wero fatally injured to-day. Subscrip- 
tions have been opened throughout Ita- 
ly for the relief of the distressed. 

Midnight — Two thousand soldiers 
are digging in the ruins. They had 
saved 1000 lives up to midday Sunday, 
and exhumed twenty four persons 
Monday. 

ROEK, July 31. — The king and 
queon of Italy have subscribed 100,- 
000 lire, aud tho pepe 20,000 lire for 
the relief of the sufferers. 

Naples, July 31. — Search of the 
ruins for bodies of tho victims of the 
earthquake at Ischia continued during 
the night. All the bodies recovered 
were burned immediately to prevent 
miasma. An eye witness describes tho 
scene at the theater, w bun the earth- 
quake occurred, as an awful one. The 
curtain hud just risen when u tremen- 
dous shook was felt, amid n fearful 
roar, and the ground rocked iike a ship 
in a storm. A great cry of terror 
arose from the audience, who were 
thrown into a heap, a great number be- 
ing buried beneath the timbers of the 
building which fell on them, Then 
two more shocks occurred. All who 
could rushed out of tho theater, and 
hundreds clambered in troes in search 
of safety. Most of the people, how 
over, escaped to shore. Bonfires were 
lighted. Hundreds of hftlf-dressed 
men and women, wild with terror aud 
grief, ran to and from the ruins with 
torches during the night, searching for 
missing friends. Among the persons 
who wero on the island uf Ischia Sat- 
urday night, and who havo been mis- 
sing since the oarthquako occurred, 
was Mr. Comnie, an English or Ameri- 
can gentleman. Ho resided at the 
Hotel Manzi. 

London, July 31. — In the commons 
Gladstone said that before any action 
was taken regarding a second Sues; ca- 
nal the house Bhould have an oppor- 
tunity of expressing its opinion on the 
subject. The government, lie said, do- 
sired that merchants and shippers 
have ample time to consider the mat- 
ter. The government does not intend 
an early renewal of negotiations, as it 
is hopeless to consider the question 
fairly as long as it is based on politics. 
Dobson said the government would 
consider the subject of appointing a 
commission on cattle diseases next ses- 
sion. It was necessary, he said, that 
definite reports regarding it be re- 
ceived from the American government 
aud from the British consuls abroad. 

London, July 27. — In the Jewish 
trial at Nyreghaza, Hungary, to-day, 
the public prosecutor said there was no 
ground for further criminal proceed- 
ing against the prisoners, and left the 
matter ill the hands of the courts. 

Paris, July 27. — The Figaro lias 
advices from Tamatave, by way of 
Aden, that the British commander 
there demanded of the French admiral 
that the state of siege be raised, but 
Admiral Pierre refused to comply. 

Eastern Statoa- 

Detroit, July 20. — A calamity which 
had been threatened at Grand Rapids for 
tho past three days took place this morn- 
ing. An immense jam of logs extending 
up Grand rivor a numbor of miles had 
been lodged against tho bridge of tho De- 
troit and Grand Haven railway. The 
bridge succumbed this forenoon and wont 
down with a tubIi. The bridge of tho 
Grand Rapids and Chicago and West 
Michigan followed suit. Millions of foot 
of logs havo gone down tho rivor. It is 
almost certain to continue, sweeping 
every thing boforo thoin into Lake Michi- 
gan. 

New Youk, July 27. — The torpedo boat 
Destroyer had another trial in a rough 
sea outside Sandy Hook yesterday . Tests 
woro iimdo by firing at a target of not- 
work dropped into the sea 100 yards 
from tho Destroyer. Tho marksman 
easily sighted, hit at every attempt. The 
boat was moved about neatly, and no lif- 
ticulty was found in quickly rounding hor 
up. The Destroyer's power to move 
about, as in action, was also tested, and 
the result was aaid to be equal to tho ex- 
pectations of the engineers in charge. 

Chicago, July 28. — A Tribune special 
from Bar Harbor, Me., of the 27th says: 
A distressing accident happened at North- 
east Harbor, near the residence of tho 
President of Harvard College yesterday 
afternoon, to a party consisting of J. B. 
Case, of the dry goods commission house 
of Caso, Leland it Co. , of Boston, his 
wifo and four daughters; a daughter of 
Francis White of Baltimore, Miss Lewis, 
daughter of Mrs. F. E. Lewis of Boston 
and Miss K. C. Pierce of Boston. Thoy 
had been at Deer Harbor for sovoral 
woeka and yesterday took a cruise in a 
largo yacht — the Nirvana. Thoy landed 
at Northeast Harbor, where thoy wero 
mot by a buckboard from Bar Harbor. 
On their return in tho evening, when on 
tho brow of a hill, near the new residence 
of President Elliott, the rocker pin broke 
lotting the buckboard slide forward over 
ono of tho front wheela, frightening the 
horses, which ran away with tho pole and 
whiffletreea and thu board holding tho 
party. Tho strain when tho bolt broke 
turned tho horses toward tho right, dash- 
ing tho occupants with terrific force 
against tho rocks. Miss Mabel Caao had 
tier neck broken and sustained other in- 
juries sufficient of themselves to havo 
killed her. Sho died in less than three- 
quarters of an hour. Miss White had 
hor arms broken in several places and 
her wrist crushed. Mr. Caso was severely 
cut about the head and body, and injured 
about the knees. Miss Pierco was also 
injured m nearly the same manner. Miss 
Lewis was the least injured of any in tho 
party. Both she and Miss Pierce havo 
beuu brought to Bar Harbor. Tho other 
three daughters of Mr. Case woro injured 
severely about tho head and body, being 
shockingly bruised on the knees and low- 
er part of the body. Dr. Langshoth of 
Philadelphia, summoned here, says : 
"Nothing can be told of tho extent or 
permanency of the injuries. All I can 



Bay is that they are very severely injured. 
I look especially for sorious results from 
the severe brain concussion thoy received. 
Their head and bodies aro covered with 
welts and are black, as if from blows. 
The shock must havo boon something 
terrible." 

Boston, July 30. — Tho Journal says 
that Shaw Bros. , the largest tanners in 
tho world, made an assignment to-day to 
F. A. Wymati. Tho total liabilities can- 
not bo given, but tho total assets are 
given at $5,000,000. Thoy aro creditors 
of the firm of Charlos W. Copeland & 
Co. to tho umountof §100,000. The lia- 
bilities are stated uuthoritatively to bo 
§3,500,000. Tho assets include tanneries 
in Maine and Now York, a store in New 
Brunswick and 500,000 acres of land in 
Maine. From 10,000 to 15,000 people 
woro omployod by tho concern. 

Syracuse, N. Y., July 20.— The Hait- 
ian- Hosmor- Leo boat race at Fulton this 
afternoon was witnessed by 5000 people.

Hanlan turned tho stake in six minutes, 
Uosmor ton seconds later, with Loo five 
seconds behind. Coming back to the 
start Hanlan drew well to tho front of 
Uosmor and Lee, between whom there 
was a lino struggling. A quarter of a 
mile from the start Hanlan slowed up and 
tho others gained on him. Hanlan turned 
tho starting point four lengths ahead in 
9.34. Hosuior and Lee turned tugothor. 
Hanlan then stopped rowing and took a 
drink of water from his hand. On again 
starting Hanlan was two lengths ahead of 
Uosmor and Loo. At the quarter Hanlan 
crosaod to Leo's water and rowed to the 
turning stake. Leo and Hoamor kopt up 
tho struggle all tho way up. Hanlan 
turuud tho stake in 14:50, Lee ten seconds 
later and Hosmer two seconds behind 
him. Hanlan spurted after all three had 
turned, gaining a good lead, and sottlod 
down to twenty-eight strokes to tho mil) 
ti to. 

Uosmor, shortly after turning, spurted 
and was soon alongside of Loo. Both 
pulled a fine race all tho way back, and 
about a quarter of a mile from tho finish 
both drow by Hanlan, and the throe 
rowed oven, side by side, for a short dis- 
tance, when Hanlan, by a few strong 
strokes, opened tho load several lengths 
from Hosinor, who was still ahead of Lee. 
When a fow rods from tho finish Hanlan 
quickened his_atroko and crossed tho score 
winner, HoBUier half a length ahead of 
Loo. Tune — Hanlan, 19:49; Hosmer, 
19:50; Loo, 19:51. 

Macon, Ga., July 27. — Two years ago 
Samuel Clifton ami Sampson Cason quar- 
reled and Cason waa badly whipped. 
They mot on Sunday last for tho first 
time since tho fight, at tho County-line 
Church in Dooly county, and Cason got 
his long waited-for rovougo. The church 
service had nut yot begun whon the two 
met, but tho congregation was assembling 
and exchanging neighborly gossip. Clif- 
ton was returning from a spring whon 
Casou spied him and arose to meet him. 
When within throe feet uf his victim Ca- 
son raised lus knife, and saying, "Sam, 
you havo been talking about me," plunged 
the weapon into Clifton's breast, jutt 
above tho left nipple. The knifo cut en- 
tirely through the ribs, making a gash 
four inches long, thruugh which tho heart 
could bo plainly soon. After receiving 
the blow Clifton recoiled, drow his own 
knife and made a step toward his slayer. 
Before he could strike, however, ho stag- 
gered and fell dead. Cason coolly walked 
to tho spring from which his victim had 
iust drunk, washed tho blood from his 
hands and thou, returning to whore the 
dead man lay and looking at him, said, 
"That's bad " Turning to tho min- 
ister and congregation who surrounded 
him, paralyzed with horror, ho bade them 
adiou, mountod his horso and rodo homo. 
Hore ho put on a clean shirt, ate his din- 
ner, and escaped. Tho people m the 
neighborhood aro nearly all blood kin to 
Cason. 



CAREY'S DEATH. 

Ho is Killod by a Rich Morohant 'With 
Whoso "Wifo Ho Had Tamporod. 

London, July 31. — O'Donnoll, who 
shot Carey, was accompanied by his wifo, 
who appeared to bo on intimate tonus 
with Carey, criminally, during tho voy- 
age. Tho Times pronounces tho death of 
Carey a public misfortune, and says ho 
has been an instrument of justice. Tho 
murder is calculated to encourage tho 
daring and lawless to commit acts of vio- 
lence. Tho joy caused in Ireland by the 
informer's death is proof that many olo- 
monts of danger still exist there. 

Third-class berths ou the steamer Kin- 
fauls woro secured Juno 30th at tho Dub- 
lin ollico of Donald Curriu & Co., for 
Port Elizabeth, for Mr. Power aud his 
wifo and seven children, which it was 
well-known was tho exact numbor of 
James Carey 'b family. July 2d O'Don- 
noll secured passage for himself and wifo 
on the aaino steamer. Donald Currio & 
Co. wero not aware until yesterday of tho 
identity of the parties. Carey died with- 
out speaking aftor ho was shot. O'Don- 
noll is a rich merchant. Ho denies that 
ho knew who Carey was previous to hia 
arrival at Capo Town. It in reported that 
an infernal machine was found in O'Don- 
uull's possession. 

MORE Hi' TUB SHOOTlNO OF CAREY. 

Dublin, July 31. — A largo crowd gath- 
ered to-night in front of James Carey's 
Into residence, cheering loudly because 
tho informer had been killed' Tho au- 
thorities believe that O'Donnell is tho 
man who was implicated some timo ago in 
an attempt to blow up tho Mansion houBe 
in London, and who escaped with Colo- 
man to New York. Tho government 
soloctod Africa as tho safest place for 
Carey. It is doubtful whether ho know 
his destination boforo sailing. It was not 
revealed to the police who took him from 
Dublin to London.

BE IT ENACTED BY THE MAYOR 
and Council of the Corporation of 
the City of Victoria: — 

1. It shall bo lawful for tho Mayor and 
Council, from timo to time when by them 
deemed necessary, to appoint an Inspec- 
tor of Buildings, at such salary aa tho 
Municipal Council shall think proper. 

2. Tho duties of such Inspector shnll 
bo £o oversee tho erection of all buildings 
hereafter to be erected, built, enlarged, 
altered, or ro-orected within the City of 
Victoria, and to enforce the provisions 
of this Bylaw. 

3. To examine, by virtue of his oflice, 
or whenever he may be so directed by the 
Mayor and Council, or by a Police Ma- 
gistrate, or by any Justice of tho Poaco 
of tho said City, all chimneys, fireplaces, 
hearths, ovens, boilers, furnaces, stoves, 
steampipoa, stovepipoa, funnels, llues and 
all places whore (ires aro made or kept, 
or whero ashes are kept; and also to ex- 
amino nil buildings or other promises 
whero gunpowder, coal oil, hay, straw or 
other inflammable substances are kept, 
or whero any trado which ia considered 
by tho luapoctor of Buildings dangerous 
as causing or increasing the liability of 
firo ia carried on, and to report thereon, 
and if necossary, to notify the owner, 
leasee, occupier or party using the building 
of any defuct or objoction thereto, or to 
the construction thereof, in any such 
stovepipe, chimney, fireplace or ashpit, 
and to direct the repair, alteration or 
discontinuance thereof aa may be conaid- 
ered requisite. 

4. If any owner, lessee, occupier or 
party using a building whore auy chim- 
ney, fire place, hearth, oven, boiler, fur- 
nace, stove, steam pipe, funnel, Hue or 
place for keeping ashes, or any other 
place which is deoinud to be dangerous, 
neglects t" discontinue the usu of, or to 
alter, repair, or remove the saint) in ae 
eordancu with the notice in that behalf 
and issued by the inspector f buildings 

or under the authority of a re.nluiu 1 

the Municipal Council ul ilio said city of 
Victoria and signed by the said Inspector, 
or by one of the Fire Wardens, be or they 
shall be liable to a penalty not exceeding 
ten dollars a day for each and every day 
that default shall be made in not comply- 
ing with thu said notice in addition to all 
other pemiltios imposed by this By-Law. 

5. Until otherwise ordered by the said 
Municipal Council the City Surveyor shall 
perform tho duties prescribed by this 
By-Law, to bo performed by the Inspect- 
or of Buildings. 

ri. In all cases of building or rebuild- 
ing any house, warehouse, or other build- 
ing when on tho lino of any public street 
or within seven feet thereof, there shall 
be erected by the builder a board fence 
of not less than six feet in height to en- 
close not more than half of tho width of 
the sidewalk in front of such building 
and outside of such fence a planked path- 
way aliall he laid by such builder at least 
four feet wide, for tho convenience of 
the public, or it shall be lawful for him 
inatead of erecting audi fence and path- 
way to plank over the whole of tho scaf- 
fold at the height of the firat floor above 
tho ground floor of such building, anil to 
enclose audi scaffold at the same height 
at least eighteen inches all round above 
tho level of the planked floor above said, 
the sidwalks of the street being left free 
for public use. 

7. No person shall placo any lumber, 
stono, chips, shavings, rubbish, or any

rial and loft in good repair. 

CHIMNEY STACKS. 

All Chimney Stacks shall bo carried to 
a height of not less than four foot above 
the walls, Ridge, or Deck of any Roof, ex- 
cept in cases whero the Ridgo or Deck of 
any Roof exceed tho height of six feet 
above tho baso of such Chimney, then 
the height Bhall be determined by the 
said Inspector, and whero a Chimney 
Stack is used to carry away smoke or nox- 
ious vapors from any manufactory, tliu 
said Stack shall be carried to such a 
height as to effectually clear the sur- 
rounding buildings to the satisfaction of 
tho said Inspector of Buildings. All 
Stacks shall be built of Stone, Brick or 
Iron and in the moat substantial manner. 
BOILERS AND OVENS. 

9. No timber shall bo laid within two 
feet of the inside of any Oven, Copper, 
Still, Boiler or Furnace, nor within nine 
inches of the opening of any chimney, nor 
within soven inches of any metal Hue, nor 
within four and a half inches of any brick 
flue, unless the wood is properly protect- 
ed to tho satisfaction of tho Building In- 
spector. 

STEAM I'lPKS AN D FUNNELS, 

No pipe or funnel for conveying steam 
shall be fixod next any public street or 
highway or on the front of any buildings, 
nor shall any funnel, pipe or flue for con- 
veying lire or smoke be fixed on the in- 
side of any building nearer than twelve 
inches to the face of any timber, nor 
shall any such funnel, pipe or flue pass 
through any timber, framing or partition 
of wood, or wood and lime, or through 
any wooden floor, in any house, outhouse, 
fence or building whatever, within the 
said City, unless there shall be a spaco of 
at least six inches clear botween tho said 
funnel, pipe or flue and such framing, 
partition or floor, and tho same pass 
through a chimney of stone or bricks and 
mortar, or be encased by a rim of solid 
stono or thick metal not less than three 
inches wido and equal in thickness to tho 
full finished thickness of tho framing 
through which such pipes shall pass. 

11. No occupant of any houso or build- 
ing within tho said City shall permit any 
pipe-hole not in use in any chimney in 
such house or building to remain open; 
all buc1i holes shall bo closed with a pro- 
per stopper of motal or other incombust- 
ible material. 

12. No person shall place or keep any 
ashes in any wooden box, or within three 
feet of any wooden floor or partition, or 
in any outliouso orshetl, unless properly 
protected; and no person shall store or 
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permit to be stored any combustible ma- 
terial in any yard within one hundred 
feet of any building unless the same is 
properly covered and protected from fire, 
and of tho sufficiency of such protection 
thu Inspector of Buildings 3hall be solo 
judge. 

ILi. No person shall sot up, erect, or 
construct, or build, or uso, work, or cause 
or procuro to be set up, orocted, con- 
structed, built or worked, any stoam en- 
gine except undor tho terms of this by- 
law. 

14, No person shall ostabliah, set up, 
carry on or continue within tho said City 
any tannery, follmongory or placo for 
boiling soap, making or running candles, 
or for tho molting of tallow, or any man- 
ufacture of varnish, firoworks, or any 
coal oil relinory, or any othor factory 
which from its nature or the material 
used therein shall bo dangerous, in caus- 
ing or promoting fires, unless and until 
he ahatl have obtained a certificate of 
compliance with thu general regulations 
hereby prescribed or to bo proscribed by 
any bylaw of tho Corporation. 

INFLAMMABLE SUUSTANCHS. 

16 No larger quantity than 80 gallons 
of coal oil or any oils of a similar char- 
actor in wooden casks, nor more than 300 
gallons if in tin, inotal, stono or earthen- 
ware, nor a larger quantity than 20 gal- 
lons of crude oil, burning fluid, naptlia, 
benzole, benzine or other similar combus- 
tible and dangerous material shall bo 
kept in any woodon building within tho 
city limits, nor a larger quantity than 150 
gallons of coal oil, or othor such oils in 
wooden casks, or 7o0 gallons in tin, metal, 
atone or earthenware, nor any larger 
quantity than 80 gallons of crude oil, 
burning fluid, naptha, benzole, benzine 
or other similar combustible or danger- 
ous material shall be kept in any brick 
building within tho city limits unless tho 
same shall be kept in a cellar properly ven- 
tilated and without a floor or one of 
brick, stmie, comont, or other incombus- 
tible material, then 300 gallons of coal 
oil or other such oils in wooden casks or 
1000 gallons if m tin, stone or earthen 
waru may bo kept, nor shall any uf the 
Holds lief' >re mentioned bo permitted to 
flow into any drain or sewer of the Baid 
city. 

Hi Notwithstanding any thing in the 
preceding BCitiun contained, when tin; 
proof buildings art) so constructed as to 
insure at nil nines a thorough ventilation 
thereof and are used exclusively for the 
purpose of keeping or storing coal oil, 
burning fluid, crude oil, naptha, benzula 
or other similar combustible or danger- 
ous mute rials are isolated or detached at 
least two hundred foot from all other 
buildings, then any of tho said fluids may 
be kept mid stored therein without limit 
as to quantity. 

17. No liro shall bu taken into lighted 
or used within the said last mentioned 
storage buildings either for heat, light or 
any other pnrpo.se whatever. 

18. livery person desiring to keep or 
store in the manner provided by the llith 
suction of this By-Law any of tho fluids 
mentioned in the said 10th section, Bhall 
make a written application to the Mayor 
and Council for permission so to do, and 
shall state in such application the storo, 
house, shop, building or place in which 
ho desires to keep or Htore the said 
fluids, or any of them, and it shall bo the 
duty of tho said inspector to examine the 
premises of the applicant and to report to 
the said Mayor and Council thereon, and 
upon every such report the said Mayor or 
Council shall either grant or refuse per- 
mission. 

19. When any building or buildings

20. The Mayor and Council may from 
time to time by resolution very the exist- 
ing Fire Limits. 

21. No building shall bo erected or 
placed on old or now foundations or on 
foundations partly old and partly new 
within the tiro limits unless tho samo 
shall be built with main walls of concrots, 
stone, bricn, iron or other suitable ma- 
terials and tho external walls of any 
brick building must bu of not leB3 than 
the following dimensions : 

OSB-8TOHV BUILDINGS. 

OuUido walls shall not be loss than ono 
brick or inches thick, or more than 14 
foot in height, or more than 50 foet in 
length unless strengthened by cross par- 
titions or other means approved by tho 
Inspector of buildings. 

One and a half brick or 12J inch thick 
walls shall not excood 10 feet in height 
nor 70 feet in length unless strengthened 
by cross partitions or other means ap- 
proved by tho Inspector of buildings. 
TWO STOIW BUILDINGS. 

Outside wallB, ground floor wall, to be 
not less than one and a half brick or 12J 
inches thick, and not to exceed 16 feet in 
height or 70 feet in length without being 
strengthened by cross walls, partitions or 
other means approved of by tho Baid In- 
spector. 

Outside walls, first floor, to bo not k'BS 
than one brick or 8i inches thick, nor 
more than 14 feet in height nor more than 
50 feet in length unless strengthened aa 
aforesaid, 

THREE- STORY BUILDINGS. 

Ground floor outside walls shall not be 
less than two bricks or 17i inches thick, 
nor more than 17 feet in height nor 
more than 100 feet in length, unles.i 
strengthened as before mentioned. 

First tloor outside walls shall not be 
less than one and a half brick, or 12J 
inches thick, nor more than 14 foet in 
height, nor more than 50 feet in 
length, unless strengthened as aforesaid. 

Second flour outside walls shall not be 
less than ono brick or 8i inches thick nor 
more than 12 feet in height nor more than 
60 feet in length, unless strengthened as 
before mentioned. And for every addi- 
tional 20 feet longth or 2 feet in height, 
or any fraction thereof added to any of 
tho above measurements ouo half 
brick, or 4i inches in thickness, 
must be added to tho thickness of 
walls of each and every story; nnd the 
brick or stono work of any and overy 
building must be carried to such height 
as may bo requisite to effectually protect 
the woodwork of roof of such building 
from any adjoining building, and to the 
satisfaction cf the City Inspector of 
buildings. 

Basement walls aro to bo not less than 
■ih inches thicker than tho walls under 
which they aro built, and shall be of 
either stone, brick or other suitable ma- 
rials, and for every four feet in height 
over 10 feet or 20 feet in length over 70 
feet, or any part thereof, then tho walls 
must be increased in thickness 4i inches. 

Foundations to Brick or Stono Build- 
infis not having Basements aro to be not 
less than 18 inches in tho solid ground 
below the floor level, and to bo not loss 



than 4J iuchaa thicker than the walls un- 
dor which they are built, and are to bo of 
Brick, Stono or other suitable material. 

ROOF COVEIUNUS. 

Roof coverings Bhall bo of slate, tin, 
iron or other incombustible materials. 

PUBLIC BUILDINGS. 

22. All Doors ill Theatres, Music Halla, 
Hotels, Churches and other buildings 
used for tho assembly of largo bodies 
of persons, must 'open outwards, and am- 
plo provision bo made for tho rapid 
emptyings of the said buildings. 

23. No woodon buildings within tho 
said firo limits Bhall be removed, oxcept 
to a portion of tho same lot on which it 
stands, or to a point outside of fire 
limits, and then only with tho written 
permission of tho Mayor and Council and 
subject to Buch conditions and stipula- 
tions as may bo thought advisable, and 
no woodon building within tho said limit 
shall bo alterod or changed without tho writ- 
ten permission of the Inspuctorof buildings 
approved by a majority of Firo Wardens, 
which permit shall specify fully the alter- 
ations roquirod, and no such pormit shall 
bo given if any incroaso will bo niado by 
tho proposed chango or alteration in tho 
aizo of tho woodon building within tho 
said limits, or if such repairs incroaso tho 
value of such building more than twenty- 
five per cont. tho application thoroforo 
and a copy of each of Buch permits shall 
bo kept in the office of the City Clerk. 

PARTY WALLS, ARCHES, CHIMNEYS. 

24. All party walla Bhall be built be- 
tween house and bouse, oxcept in such 
parts whore each house has independent 
walk. Party walls not being of sufli 
eient thickness shall bo taken down when 
one or more of thu adjoining houses re- 
quires to bo rebuilt. External walla 
shall not becumo party walls unless tho 
same shall have been previously orectod 
in accordance with tho provisions of tho 
By-Law. Tho brickwork in all party 
walls and external walls shall be proper- 
ly bonded, or anchored in overy case. 

25. No timber aliall at any time here- 
after be laid into any party wall or arch, 
except for bond to the same, nor into any 
party wall other than such templets, 
chains and bond -timbers as shall bu ne- 
cessary for the same, and other than tho 
ends of girders, beams, binding or hrun- 
ming joists, or other principal timbors; 
all of which timbers shall have at least 
four inches and a half of solid brickwork 
between tho ends and sides thereof, nnd 
tho timber of any building adjoining 
thereto, and tho ends of every girder, 
beam, purl in e , binding or trimming 
joists, and every piece of principal tim- 
ber may be laid beyond tho centre of any 
party wall, providing lltat there bo left 
four inches and a half of solid brick or 
stonework at tho end of every such piece 
uf timber, except in places whero any 
parls of tho ends of any Rtich timber 
shall be opposite to and level with any 
part ef tho ends of any timber of any ad- 
joining building, in which case no part of 
such timber shall approach nearer than 
two inches to the centre of tho said party 
wall. 

BREAST SUMMERS. 
20. Breast-summers in all cases shall 
bo carried on brick or stone walls, or 
piers, or on cast iron columns seated on 
stone, and shall in no caso bo carried on 
story posts or other timber supports; and 
when tho eudB of any breast-summers 
shall approach tho centre line of any 
party wall nearer than four inches and 
a-half, such ends shall be encased and 
entirely surrounded in cast iron shoos. 
CHIMNEYS AND HEARTHS. 

27. All Chimneys back to back on 
party walls shall bo in the chimney backs 
at thu least ono brick or 8i inches in 
thickness. Chimney backs in party walls 
not being back to back with any other 
chimney shall bo at least 8J inches cloar 
from tho party line; thu thickness above 
specified to bo continued to a height of 
at leasts inches above the mantel in every 
case All llues built in internal, external 
or party walla shall be surrounded by 
brickwork not less than 4 inches in thick- 
ness, 

28. Chirnnoy Hearths shall in all cases 
be laid wholly on brick or stono in ce- 
ment, unless tho same be in a cellar or 
basement story and be laid and bedded 
in solitl earth, and overy chimney shall 
have a slab or slabs or foot pieces before 
the same of stono, bricks, marble, iron or 
cement at least ono foot four inches broad 
and extending at least six inches boyond 
each end of every fireplace opening. 

20. Hay or Straw shall not bo permit- 
tod to be storod or kept for sale in build- 
ings within tho city limits unless tho 
same shall bo properly secured from dan- 
ger by fire to tho satisfaction of tho In- 
spector of Buildings and the Firo War- 
dens, and if any building used for the 
storage of hay or straw shall be deemed 
dangerous by the said Inspector or Firo 
Wardens the parties using tho Biimo shall 
bo notified to discontinue tho uso thereof 
or to have said buildings mado Becuro, 
and for every day so using the said build- 
ings, or permitting them to bo used after 
the expiration of such notice, they shall 
be liable for tho full penalty mentioned 
in this Bylaw. 

30. The line of wall of any building 
fronting on any street, alley, lane or pub- 
lic highway within tho limits of tho City 
of Victoria, shall bo parallel with the 
Centre line of such street, alley, lane or 
public highway as laid down on tho offi- 
cial map of tho said city, and no building, 
or part of any building shall project or 
encroach on any auch street, alley, lane 
or public highway . 

31. The penalty for the breach 'if any 
section of this bylaw shall be the samo as 
is mentioned in tho Municipality Act, 
1881. 

32. All bylaws and parts of bylaws con- 
flicting with this bylaw shall bo, and tho 
same aro hereby repealed. 

33. This bylaw shall bo citod in tho 
"Victoria Building Bylaw; 1883." Passed 
the Council this 29th day of June, A.D. , 
1883.
